He argued that their tardiness 
in bringing effective support for the 
Serbians made Greek participation Im- 
possible. M. Rhallls declared how- 
ever, that the Greeks were determined 
to maintain neutrality and that

entente allies had no reason to fear 
danger if they should be forced across 
the Greek border.

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Eye Witness With' French Forces 


Describes Sanguinary Battle 
Between French and Bulgarians 


FRENCH HEADQUARTERS. Kaya'- 


<3ar, Serbia. Nov. 21- (By courier to Sa- 
lonikl. Greece, Nov. 22. via Paris. Nov 
S3).—A sanguinary battle between the 
French and Bulgarians In the gorge of 
tho Kajec river, a 
conlluent 
of 
the 


Cerna, southeastern Serbia, has resulted 
thus far in the retirement of the French 
from a point north of Urcqovo to the 
light bank of the Cerna. The French, 
however, are still holding the Kajec 
gorge and tho important bridgehead at 
Hojharstl, controlling the heights op- 
posite Gradlsce. 


The Associated Press correspondent 


today visited the French post west of 
the Rajec bridgehead which Is detailed 
to guard tho strong natural position In 
the granite walled gorge. This gorge, 
•Jiowcvcr, Is exposed to artillery fire 
from the surrounding heights. 
It Is 


held by Infantry. 
Half an hour later 


the 
correspondent, with a 
party of 


French officer?, watched the battle from 
neighboring hills. 
Kvery detail 
was 


visible except during occasional periods 
of the lowering of mist from the hill- 
tops. 


Hostilities were opened with a sav- 


age artillery duel. From the point of 
observation flashes of name and puffs 
of smoke could be seen, revealing the 
position of Ihe guns on both sides of 
the Vardar river, which In joined by Ihe 
Cerna a few miles north of Drenovo. 
Clouds of smoke from 
tho 
bursting 


shells gave some idea of the effect of 
the fire which the. Bulgarians concen- 
trated 
In 
an 
effort 
to dislodge the 


French from the Hajec gorge. Shrap- 
nel was placed successfully within the 
gorge several times. 


Tho Bulgarians are bringing up heavy 


forces from tho neighborhood of Prllep

LEWIS S. GANNETT, '13, ACCUSED 


OF CONSPIRACY RELATIVE TO 
HIS REGISTRATION AS A VOTER 


BOSTON", Nov. 23.— Lewis S. Gan- 


nett, a former Harvard student, -.was 
arrested In New York yesterday after- 
noon by Capt. Herbert Gordon of the 
Cambridge police on a secret Indict- 
ment charging him in two counts of 
conspiracy relative to his registration 
as a voter at Cambridge, Oct. 6, 1914. 


Word of the arrest was received by 


wire at District Attorney Corcoran'3 
oflice. and. Slate Officer Silas Smith 
started last night for Albany, -\. Y., to 
secure his extradition. 


Oanneti's arrost Is the first 'as the 


result of the recent investigation by 
the MiildleEex'siand jury Into the reg- 
istering of Harvard students as voters 
In Cambridge. 
When it was supposed 
that the investigation was confined to 
the registration this fall, it would ap- 
pear that some of the old cases In- 
vestigated by tho Cambridge police a 
year ago were considered. 


Indicted with Gannett aro two prom- 


inent Cambridge citizens, whose names 
ii.-ive not as yet been made public by 
the district 
attorney. All three are 


expected to he arraigned early next 
week. It is understood that other In- 
dictments have been found, which still 
remain secret, and Cambridge people, 
particularly those interested in poll- 
tics, are anxiously awaiting 
further 


developments. 


Gannett was of the class of 1913 and 


came from Rochester, N. Y. Th& in- 
dictment against him charges in the 
first count conspiracy with 
the 
two 


Cambridge men to take false oath rel- 
ative to qualilications of Gannett for 
assessment, and in the second count 
conspiracy with the same two to sign 
false certificate relative to the quali- 
fications of Gannett for assessment. 
It Is understood that tho allegation 


against Gannett is that on April 1. 
1914, 
hf was in Europe, while on his 


application Cor assessment he gave 
his residence as Cambridge. 
While the indictment is confined to 


the action relative to his own registra- 
tion in 1914, it is supposed that he Is 
the same Gannett whose name was so 
frequently mentioned in (he hearing 
before the registrars of voters this last 
November as a witness for 
several 


Harvard students who registered ( this 
year. The hearing was on a protest 
filed against the names of some 30-odd 
Harvard students' names remaining on 
the voting list, which resulted In four 
names being removed.

prohibition today," ho said, "because 
tho people who bellevo in temperance 
arc marching side by side against the 
common foe. Industrial prohibition is 
becoming increasingly a. fact. I do not 
care what you may think about tem- 
perance, if you 
are 
a 
hard-headed 


business man you know that Intemper- 
ance In any degree is against 
good 


business. The man who drinks is not 
efficient, and he Is not a safe man." ' 


Thn prohibition fanatics he said, are 


not the W.C.T.U. people, but the prt-s-. 
idcnts of great Industrial Institutions, 
the large employers of labor, the na- 
tional rulers, kings and emperors. 


The speaker also made the statement 


that the child labor problem rests ab- 
solutely on the solution of the drink 
problem in the United States. There 
are 350.000 boys and girls suffering In- 
dustrial abuses today, because the 
natural wage earner has been forced 
out of work on account of his drlnk- 
ng habits. Moreover, the liquor traf- 
fic cannot succeed financially, without 
grinding sons and 
daughters and 


breaking 
up 
homes. 
You 
can- 
not run

liquor 
traffic without 
feeding it sons and daughters.

at last we drive the last saloon out of 
the country, it will be in the name of 
humanity.

PUBLIC MUST PAY 


For many years past the public in 


. Massachusetts 
and 
in 
most 
other 


states have advocated and voted 
for 


many costly humanitarian measures 
without caring very much for the cost. 
So long as the matter under discussion 
had to do with the larger distribution 
of public funds, it was acceptable to 
the majority. 
In consequence, state 


taxes and the cost of government gen- 
erally have gone 
up by leaps and 


bounds and the people who voted for 
the costly reforms are now showing a 
tendency to kick at the price. They 
forget that the people must pay for 
every popular reform that they snp- 
port at the polls. . 


Taken individually, these measures 


that entail the spending of public 
funds are In the 
main 
admirable. 


They are aimed at the amelioration of 
distress, and they 
have 
brought 
a 


larger measure of happiness into the 
lives of tha people. Vet we are ap- 
preaching the time when, no matter 
how admirable the 
proposition, the 


public will ask two questions: "Do we 
need it?" and "Can we afford It?" If 
we need costly improvements whether 
in municipal or state legislation we 
ought to have them, but we ought not 
to_. have them until we can 
afford 


them. If the people vote for measures 
that necessitate the spending of great 
sums of money, these 
same 
people 


cannot consistently grumble when they 
find an enormous increase in taxes. 


We now hear occasional references 


to old age pensions and in all proba- 
bility the voting • public would declare 
In favor of them as they have voted 
in favor of like legislation. The ref- 
erendum on such pensions was taken 
In six cities and towns in the last 
•lections, and all declared favorably 
' by large majorities. 
How many vot- 


ers who went on vecord for old age 
pensions gave any thought to the coat? 
Not one in a hundred. As usual they 
voted as though tho public treasury 


. was a kind of Inexhaustible mine, and 


they did not caro a straw where the 
money is to he raised. They did not 
realize that they will have to pay their 
proportionate share, and that if old ago 
pensions are voted, the state taxes 
"will get another 
substantial boost. 


Possibly this Is as it ought to be. but 
where are we to call a halt? 


The Boston chamber of commerce 


conducted an investigation some time 
ago and as a conseouence an estimate 
was drawn up which gave the cost of 
old age pensions as from $15,000,000 to 
J20.000.000 per year. This is conserv- 
ative and the probability is that the 
sum would be much greater within five 
years after the adoption of the plan. 
The question then is, not whether we 
ought to ray old age 
pensions, 
but 


whether we can afford to stand a new 
drain of twenty millions a year. It is 
a most serious problem for the state 
to consider, but one would not think 
eo from the readiness with which vot- 
v« declare In favor of costly Innova- 
tions.

public money will surely have a re- 
action, for tho abuse of any good thing 
will bear lh» germ of Its own un- 
doing.

At that time 
he toll was already heavy and many 
loped that tho frar would have ended 
before another Christmas. Again "the 
.Ime draws near the birth of Christ," 
but there Is no Indication of 
speedy 


peace. It is all too probable that once 
again the star of Bethlehem will light 
up the longest battle line 
that 
tho 


earth has ever seen. 


In every sense tho prospect this year 
more dismal than it was a year ago. 


Millions more have been 
killed 
and 


maimeii. millions of homes have been 
made desolate, millions ol hearts in all 
the belligerent nations 
have 
been 


plunged 
In 
mourning. Tho desola- 


tion Is more widespread than then and 
misery'Is universal. 
Even 
the opti- 


mism of neutral nations has given way 
to a kind of desperate resignation, and 
there aro fewer proposals for peace. 
The 'terrible truth has dawned 
that 


the war must continue until one side 
is beaten to its knees, and on its knees 
must it plead for peace. 


When we look over the many fields 


of war and read the despatches of the 
opposing powers we in time become 
swayed by the views of the respective 
governments. We grow to believe that 
England will not give In while she has 
any money or men and we believe also 
that Germany will fight until the. waste 
of war has caused internal disorgani- 
zation. 
Neither 
side is apparently 


near the final exhaustion and If their 
respective 
plans mature, 
Christmas 


will find the 
allies fighting more 


strongly than ever ai.". Germany will 
be pushing Us awful campaigns into 
new fields. Meantime, the drain goes 
on, and it may be that the war 
•> ill 


reach a point where all civilization 
will be set back and from whence the 
world cannot recover for many gener- 
ations. 


Can we doubt that peaco would be 


welcomed by the people of tho warring 
nations? Standing aloof as we are, it 
Is easy to talk of patriotism and na- 
tional feeling, but when the iron of 
war has entered the national soul, the 
people of all nations cannot keep tip 
their spirit forever. With a sigh of 
relief would go up if Christians saw 
the beginning of 
definite peace pro- 


posals!

23).—A sanguinary battle between the 
French and Bulgarians In the gorge of 
the ftajec liver, a

Ccrna, southeastern .Serbia, has resulted 
thus far In the retirement of the French 
from a point north of Urcnovo to the 
right bank of the Ccrna. The French, 
howovei, arc Mill holding the Kajoe 
gorge and the important bridgehead at 
Bojharstl. controlling the heights op- 
posite GrndlFcc. 


The Associated Press correspondent 


today visited the Kronen post west of 
the Hajec bridgehead which is detailed 
to guard the strong natural position In 
the granite walled RorKe. 
Tills Korge, 


however. Is exposed to artillery lire 
from the surrounding heights. 
It Is 


held by Infantry. 
Half an hour later 


the 
correspondent, 
with

party of 


French oilk-r-rs. watched the battle from 
neighboring hills. 
Every 
detail was 


visible except durinK occasional periods 
of the lowering of mist from the hill- 
tops. 


Hostilities were opened with a sav- 


age artillery duel. 
From the point of 


observation flashes of flame and puffs 
of smoke could be seen, revealing the 
position of the KUIIS on both sides of 
the Vanlar river, which is Joined by the 
Ccrna a few miles north of Drcnovo. 
Clouds of smoke from 
the

sheila gave some Idea of the effect of 
the fire which the Bulgarians concen- 
trated 
In an 
effort 
to dislodge the 


French from the Rajec gorge.

The Bulgarians are bringing up heavy 


forces from the neighborhood of Prllep.

—Turkey is Plenty 


The all Important. Question at the 


present time, especially 
among 
the 


housewives. Is "What will it cost to 
prepare 
our 
Thanksgiving 
dinner." 


From what could be learned by a repre- 
sentative of The Sun who made a. tour 
'of Inspection this morning It will cost 
about the same for the Thanksgiving 
dinner this year as It did last. Some 
of the commodities are higher than 
In 1314, but there are others much 
lower. 


Good turkeys are selling for about 


the same price this year as they were 
last. The real Vermonters are rated 
at 35 cents per pound, though you can 
purchase turkeys as low as IS cents. 
Western turkeys are selling between 
25 and 30 cents per pound and It Is 
understood that these birds are very 
rood. Apparently there Is a good sup- 
ply of turkeys and any person who has 
the price can purchase whatever size- 
or quality he desires. 


Then there is tho chicken, which to 
come tastes better than tho turkey. 
Natives are listed at between 2£ and 
30 cents per pound, though there are 
others which can be bought for 
IS 
cents a pound. Then those who like 
the broilers which weigh from 11-2 
to 3 pounds can secure them for 23 
cents. 
" . Lamb Is about the same price as It 
'was in 1914, legs of lamb," selling for 
22 cents and forequarters for 15 centa. 
Pork has taken a drop of about three 
cents a pound. 


Those who like geese, fancy fresh
